“From an early age , I knew I 
always wanted to teach. ” - Sandy 
Lemmink 

After her school experience 
took its own twists and turns, 
3 3-year-old Sandy Lemmink, a 
University of Cincinnati senior 
majoring in early childhood edu¬ 
cation, is finally achieving her 
dreams. She’s getting her teaching 
experience in the classroom this 
fall, as she looks ahead to graduat¬ 
ing next spring. And because of 
her passion for teaching — as well 
as her academic excellence - an 
honor from the UC College of 
Education, Criminal Justice, and 
Human Services (CECH) will 
ease the financial challenges this 
wife and mother of three has 
endured on this journey. 

Lemmink is the 2013 recipient 
of the Pearl M. Wright Award, 
which recognizes an outstanding 
UC senior’s commitment to 
teaching young children. The 
$20,000 award can be applied 
toward tuition and other college 
expenses as well as housing and 
living costs. 

A CECH tradition since 1999, 
the Pearl M. Wright Award comes 
from a $660,000 endowment 
established by Kathryn E. Wright, 
named in memory of her sister. 
Both women graduated from 
CECH in the 1920s, dedicated 
their careers to education and 
shared a home in Clifton. 

Pearl M. Wright spent 30 years 
working for Clifton School and 
was principal when she retired in 
1957. Kathryn Wright dedicated 
much of her career to working 
with blind and visually impaired 
children at Bloom Junior High 
School, and later worked at Kirby 
Road School before taking early 
retirement to care for her ailing 
father. 

Pearl M. Wright was 96 years 
old when she died in 1990. Kath¬ 
ryn’s will was written in 1992, 
four years prior to her death at age 
95. Her will established the award 
as a tribute to her sister, specifying 
that the annual award honor a UC 
senior who “best exemplifies high 
moral and academic standards of a 
primary teacher - who is sensitive, 
loving and understanding of little 
children.” 

Lemmink was selected for the 
award from among 17 applicants 
and seven finalists. In addition to 
their outstanding dedication to 
children, applicants must have a 
3.4 grade point average (GPA) or 
higher to be considered for the 
award. 

Lemmink transitioned to 
CECH after graduating magna

This, after Lemmink initially 
got married, dropped out of high 
school in northern Kentucky 
(earning her General Education 
Development diploma - GED) 
and became a teen mom to daugh¬ 
ter Jordan (now 18) when the 
family moved to Colorado. “My 
then-husband was in the military. 
From Colorado, we moved to 
Texas, then moved to Cincinnati 
and then divorced.” 

She later met and eventually 
married a UC alum, Chad Lem¬ 
mink, who at the time was attend¬ 
ing UC Blue Ash College and 
later earned his bachelor’s degree 
in nutrition from the UC College 
of Allied Health Sciences. The 
family then moved to Florida for 
four years while Chad attended 
chiropractic school. 

“I always wanted to be a teach¬ 
er, but because of the path that I 
chose - I didn’t have a high school 
or marketing degree - I worked in 
sales. I was good at it and I was 
able to support my daughter, but 
then the economy took a down¬ 
turn and I got laid off,” says Lem¬ 
mink. 

“I was five-and-a-half months 
pregnant (with daughter Payton) 
when I got laid off, and I just told 
Chad, ‘I want to be with my fam¬ 
ily.’ So, I took a small job at my 
local church and provided day 
care out of my home.” 

Lemmink says that’s when that 
dream of teaching became more 
focused. She wanted to work with 
young children during the early 
years, when learning is fun and 
exciting and new. 

“I wanted to be there at that 
foundational moment. I saw how 
important that moment was from 
my own shortfalls,” says Lem¬ 
mink. 

The couple moved back to 
Cincinnati in January 2010, and 
Lemmink says that she told her 
husband it was now her turn to 
achieve her college degree. She 
became a mom again to her son, 
Carter, just as she was completing 
her associate’s degree at UC Blue 
Ash. “I remember that I was hav¬ 
ing contractions when I went in to 
take a quiz. I delivered Carter the 
next morning.” 

Despite the challenges on her 
pathway to her bachelor’s degree, 
Lemmink says she has been very 
fortunate, thanks to the support 
of her university, including the 
Pearl M. Wright Award.

“Between grants and scholar¬ 
ships, my education has been paid 
for. But I had to take out loans to 
cover the two kids in child care. 
That costs $170 a week for just 
one child alone! The Pearl M. 
Wright Award will be a huge relief 
as a result. I don’t have to rack up 
a large debt in child care while 
we’re still working to get Chad 
established as a chiropractor.” 

Lemmink is also a recipient of 
the CECH Hazel N. Kemp Schol¬ 
arship, which provides scholar¬ 
ships for students who concen¬ 
trate their studies in the field of 
early childhood education. The 
scholarship fund was established 
in January 1990 by the estate of 
Hazel N. Kemp. Kemp, a gradu¬ 
ate from UC’s McMicken College 
of Arts and Sciences (’27) and 
CECH (’28), was a longtime 
teacher of early childhood educa¬ 
tion and dedicated much of her 
career to teaching children in 
Avondale. 

Lemmink also benefitted from 
$2,100 annually in a transition 
scholarship. The scholarship 
awards are for qualifying, high- 
achieving, associate-degree gradu¬ 
ates from UC Blue Ash or UC 
Clermont colleges who are transi¬ 
tioning into a bachelor’s degree 
program at UC. 

She’ll start her student teach¬ 
ing experience at Pattison Elemen¬ 
tary in Milford this fall.

Department of Housing 
grants HUD housing for 
people with AIDS/HIV 


The U.S. Department of Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development 
announced $475,046 in a grant 
award to assist extremely low-income 
persons and families living with 
HIV/AIDS in Kentucky. The grant 
award will provide these households 
with a stable living environment, 
which is essential to accessing health 
care and HIV related services. In 
addition, this grant will provide 
access to the needed supportive ser¬ 
vices in assisting beneficiary’s with a 
path to self-sufficiently such as life 
skills, job readiness services and 
employment training. 

The funding announced today is 
offered through HUD's Housing 
Opportunities for Persons with 
AIDS (HOPWA) Program and will 
renew HUD’s support of 30 local 
programs in 20 states. The HUD 
grant will renew support to the fol¬ 
lowing program in Kentucky: 

Kentucky Housing Corporation 
is awarded a HOPWA permanent 
supportive housing renewal grant of 
$475,046 to continue providing 94 
households with homeless preven¬ 
tion assistance through Short-Term 
Rent, Mortgage, and Utility 
(STRMU) assistance and supportive 
services throughout the Common¬ 
wealth.

"This grant will provide our local 
partners with crucial funding that is 
necessary to provide individuals and 
families living with HIV/AIDS a 
place to call home," said secretary 
Shaun Donovan. "The comfort of 
knowing that you have a roof over 
your head makes a huge difference in 
the wellbeing of families and gives 
hope to those who might otherwise 
end up living on the streets." 

"The grant offers housing, vital 
healthcare and hope to individuals 
and families that literally save lives," 
said Edward Jennings, Jr HUD 
Southeast Regional Administrator." 
"This crucial funding is fundamental 
to providing a stable living environ¬ 


ment to access health care and HIV 
related services.” 

Many of the projects receiving 
renewed funding provide for special¬ 
ized models in outreach and service 
delivery, including efforts that target 
help to persons who have been 
homeless or are at extreme risk of 
becoming homeless. The awarded 
programs are designed to increase 
coordination with the homeless assis¬ 
tance grant programs as well as other 
federal resources provided at the 
local level. These grants offer innova¬ 
tions in HIV care to increase job 
readiness and employment opportu¬ 
nities for persons in stabilized care. 
The grants announced today also

A stable home environ¬ 
ment is also vital for these house¬ 
holds in allowing them to access 
consistent medical care and maintain 
their health. Furthermore, secure 
housing can be a platform for 
improved quality of life. 

Ninety percent of HOPWA 
funds are distributed by formula to 
cities and states based on the number 
of AIDS cases reported to the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion. HUD’s formula grants are 
managed by 138 local and state 
jurisdictions, which coordinate 
AIDS housing efforts with other 
HUD and community resources. 
Overall, these resources assist over 
60,000 households annually to pro¬ 
vide stable housing and reduced risks 
of homelessness for those living with 
HIV and other challenges.

Kentucky’s graduate rate among most improved in nation 


Governor Steve Beshear 
praised the state’s educators for 
significantly raising the gradua¬ 
tion rate among Kentucky stu¬ 
dents. The rate moved from 
63.7 percent for the class of 
2000 to 77.2 percent for the 
class of 2010 (the latest data 
available), an increase of 13.5 
points and the third most 
improved among all states. Dur¬ 
ing the same time the national 
graduation rate improved 7.9 
percentage points to 74.7 per¬ 
cent. 

The data is reported in a spe¬ 
cial issue of Education Week (a 
national publication that focuses 
on P-12 education) called 
“Diploma Counts.” The report 
examines high school graduation 
and issues related to late-second¬ 


ary schooling and the transition 
to postsecondary education and 
employment. The report can be 
viewed online at: www.edweek. 
org/go/dcl3. 

“In just 10 years, Kentucky 
has made significant progress in 
increasing the percentage of stu¬ 
dents who graduate from high 
school. It’s taken a coordinated 
effort by teachers, administra¬ 
tors, parents, business leaders 
and community members to 
keep our students in school and 
on track for graduation,” said 
Gov. Beshear. “A high school 
diploma is the gateway to post¬ 
secondary education and the 
workplace, leads to personal suc¬ 
cess and a more robust economy 
for all Kentuckians.” 

The upward trend in the 


graduation rate continues to be 
driven by strong improvements 
among minority students. 
“While we have shown drastic 
improvement in the graduation 
rate, we still have a long way to 
go,” said Kentucky Education 
Commissioner Terry Holliday. 
“Our goal is that every student 
not only graduates from high 
school, but also graduates ready 
for college and career.” 

The report indicates that in 
Kentucky, more than 11,000 
students in the class of 2013 will 
fail to earn a diploma. That 
translates into 64 students drop¬ 
ping out of high school each day 
— of which nearly 74 percent are 
white, 61 percent male and 72 
percent are without a job. 

“Senate Bill 97 will help keep 


these students in school by rais¬ 
ing the compulsory school age to 
18, once 55 percent of districts 
adopt the policy,” said Gov. Bes¬ 
hear. “It will be good for them 
and good for Kentucky to have 
these students working toward 
their diploma and a more pro¬ 
ductive life.” 

“The Governor, First Lady 
and Kentucky lawmakers have 
been huge advocates for students 
completing high school and we 
are grateful for their support,” 
said Holliday. “We must con¬ 
tinue to work on keeping stu¬ 
dents in school and graduating 
them college/career-ready; we 
also must develop innovative 
strategies to return students who 
leave school without a diploma 
back to the education system.”

CITY OF BUTLER - NOTICE OF ORDINANCE ADOPTION 

Notice is hereby given that the Butler City Council at a meeting to held at 7:00 PM on June 3, 
2013, at the Butler City Building, 102 Front St., Butler, Kentucky 41006, did give second reading 
and adopted a flood damage ordinance which will become fully effective upon this publication. 
A summary of the ordinance is as follows: 

This Ordinance shall apply to all areas of special flood hazard within the jurisdiction of the City 
of Butler, as identified by the Federal Insurance Administration, and mandates that no structure 
or land in said areas shall hereafter be located, or extended, converted or structurally altered 
without compliance with its provisions; requires the obtaining of a permit from the Mayor as 
administrator and the Kentucky Division of Water; permitting of manufactured homes within 
areas of special flood hazard; requires that all new construction and substantial improvements 
be constructed with materials and utility equipment resistant to flood damage; provides that 
in all areas of special flood hazard, the lowest floor of any residential structure constructed or 
substantially improved shall have the lowest floor elevated to or above base flood elevation; and 
provides penalties of $250.00 or imprisonment of not more that 30 days for each day a violation 
of this Ordinance continues.

Thirteen die on Kentucky roadways 


Preliminary statistics indicate that 
13 people died in 13 separate 
crashes on Kentucky’s roadways 
from Monday, June 3 through 
Sunday, June 9, 2013. 

Two single-fatality motor 
vehicle crashes occurred in Jeffer¬ 
son County. One of the victims 
was not wearing a seat belt and 
one of the crashes involved the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

One single-fatality, motor 
vehicle crash occurred in each of 
the following counties: Barren, 
Boyd, Boyle, Lawrence, Logan, 
Meade, Pike and Webster. The 
victims in Barren, Lawrence, 
Logan, Pike and Webster coun¬ 
ties were not wearing seat belts. 
The crash in Pike County 
involved the suspected use of 
alcohol. 

One single-fatality, motorcy¬ 
cle crash occurred in each of the 
following counties: Jefferson, 


Lincoln and Meade. The victims 
in Lincoln and Meade counties 
were not wearing helmets. 

Through June 9, preliminary 
statistics* indicate that 251 peo¬ 
ple have lost their lives on Ken¬ 
tucky roadways during 2013. 
This is 79 less than reported for 
this time period in 2012. Of the 
201 motor vehicle fatalities, 99 
victims were not wearing seat 
belts. Twenty-one of the 31 
motorcycle fatalities were not 
wearing helmets. The one ATV 
fatality was not wearing a helmet. 
One bicycle rider has been killed. 
Sixteen pedestrians have been 
killed. One fatality involving an 
animal drawn vehicle has been 
reported. A total of 47 fatalities 
have resulted from crashes involv¬ 
ing the suspected use of alcohol. 
As of June 9, Kentucky has had 
40 days with zero highway fatali¬ 
ties repotted during 2013.

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture recently reported 
that the amount of uneaten food 
in American homes and restau¬ 
rants in 2008 was about $390 in 
wasted food per each U.S. con¬ 
sumer. This is more than the 
average American spends on 
food each month. 

Not only is wasted food hard 
on our wallets, but it’s hard on 
the environment. Each type of 
food or food ingredient requires 
soil, nutrients, water and/or 
energy to grow, process and/or 
transport. It’s also filling up our 
landfills. In 2010, about 33 mil¬ 
lion tons of food waste was sent 
to landfills. Food waste is the 
largest type of municipal solid 
waste put into landfills, outpac¬ 
ing paper, plastic, aluminum 
cans and glass. 

Fortunately, you can reduce 
food waste by reducing, reusing 
and recycling. Here are some 
tips: 

• Plan your meals for the 
week. Shop your pantry for the 
ingredients you need before 
going to the grocery store. 

• Buy only what you need. 


Purchasing items in bulk can 
reduce packaging, but make sure 
you can store and use the items 
before they expire. 

• Think portion size. Con¬ 
sider sharing an entree at a res¬ 
taurant or ordering off the kids 
menu to get a smaller portion 
size. 

• If you have food that you 
know is going to expire before 
you can eat it, consider asking 
your local food pantry if the item 
is something they can use. 

eat leftovers at least one night a 
week. 

• Compost food scraps. Many 
foods can be safely composted, 
including fruits, vegetables, nut 
shells, eggshells, tea bags and cof¬ 
fee grounds. But some foods 
including dairy products, fats, 
oils, grease, meats and fish bones 
should not be placed in your bin 
as they can attract rodents and 
produce odors as they decom¬ 
pose.

Kentucky’s dairy farmers and 
processors provide dairy products 
that supply calcium, protein, vita¬ 
mins, and minerals. But many do 
even more, Agriculture Commis¬ 
sioner James Comer said as he 
commemorated June Dairy 
Month in Kentucky. 

“Kentucky’s dairy farms have 
adapted to keep going in today’s 
agricultural economy,” Commis¬ 
sioner Comer said. “Some have 
consolidated to take advantage of 
economies of scale. Others have 
adopted time-saving and labor- 
saving technological advances. 
Still others produce unique value- 
added products and even open 
their farms to tourists. I appreci¬ 
ate Kentucky’s dairy farmers for 
all they do for Kentucky families.” 

Kentucky has dairy operations 
and processors that produce ice 
cream, artisan cheese, goat cheese, 
and sheep cheese as well as fluid 
milk. Nine commercial fluid milk 
processors are scattered through¬ 
out the commonwealth. 

Kentucky producers received 
more than $232 million in cash 
receipts from sales of dairy prod¬ 
ucts in 2011, the National Agri¬ 
cultural Statistics Service report¬ 
ed. Kentucky had 792 dairy farms 


as of February, according to 
Eunice Schlappi, the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture’s dairy 
marketing specialist. Many of the 
dairy farms were clustered in 
south-central Kentucky and in 
southwestern Kentucky along the 
Tennessee border. At least two 
Kentucky counties, Christian and 
Todd, are seeing growth in num¬ 
bers of dairy farms. 

The Lexington Legends will 
salute Kentucky’s dairy industry 
on June 11, and the Bowling 
Green Hot Rods will follow suit 
on June 20. Adair, Barren, Hart, 
and several other dairy-producing 
counties will host local events to 
celebrate Kentucky’s dairy indus¬ 
try. 

The Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture helps Kentucky dairy 
farmers and processors find new 
markets for their products and 
conducts dairy cattle shows across 
the state. The department and the 
Kentucky Dairy Development 
Council take Kentucky Kate, a 
milkable fiberglass cow, to schools, 
fairs, and festivals where kids and 
adults alike can try their hand at 
milking.

Soil compaction creates 
unfriendly garden site 

Gardening season is in full 
force with the threat of frost 
now behind us. It’s a good time 
to think about your soil. Soil 
compaction creates an unfriend¬ 
ly growing environment for 
plants and is a serious problem 
for many home gardeners. How¬ 
ever, it is relatively easy to pre¬ 
vent. 

Compaction transforms soil 
into a difficult environment for 
by making it hard- 
water and soil to 
penetrate the ground. Major 
causes are working the soil when 
it is too wet, foot traffic and 
excessive rototiller use. 

To reduce this problem, it is 
best to avoid working in the gar¬ 
den or walking in it when the soil 
is too wet. Squeeze a handful of 
soil and if it forms a muddy ball, 
rather than crumbling when you 
open your hand, stay out of the 
garden area. 

Walk between plants and rows 
in the garden area to reduce com¬ 
paction in primary plant growth 
areas. 

Excessive rototiller use 
destroys soil structure and pro¬ 
motes compaction. When com- 


plant growth 
er for roots, 


paction takes place in a dense soil 
structure, it also makes root 
growth more difficult. 

A little hand hoeing, rather 
than a rototiller, may be all you 
need to do to eliminate a few 
weeds. It usually causes less soil 
damage than repeated rototilling 
and is less harmful to the earth¬ 
worms that help aerate the soil. 
You also can use mulch to control 
weeds instead of tilling. A two to 
three-inch layer of mulch relieves 
the pressure of walking on the 
soil, reducing the degree of com¬ 
paction.

• 3/4 cup chopped red onions 

• 1/2 cup balsamic vinaigrette 
dressing 

Directions: 

Place asparagus in a steamer 
basket. Place in a saucepan over 1 
inch of water. Bring to a boil and 
then cover and steam for five to 
seven minutes or until crisp ten¬ 
der. Drain and immediately place 
asparagus in ice water. Drain and 
pat dry. In a large bowl combine 
the asparagus, tomatoes and 
onions. Drizzle with vinaigrette 
and gently toss to coat. Serve 
using a slotted spoon.

Means of Grace 

My spiritual director once 
said to me that my way of know¬ 
ing and experiencing God is more 
apophatic than cataphatic. 
Though I was slow to see it, he 
may have a point. 

According to scholars, like 
Roberta Bondi, the apophatic 
way of talking about God and of 
approaching God is character¬ 
ized, as Roberta Bondi writes, "by 
looking beyond all created cate¬ 
gories of sensation and thought 
to the God who can in no way be 
conceptualized,"( Richardson, 
Alan, and John Bowden, ed. 
Westminster Dictionary of Chris¬ 
tian Theology. Westminster John 
Knox Press, 1983, "Apophatic 
Theology" 32). 

The apophatic way to God 
should, incidentally, be distin¬ 
guished from the anaphylactic 
way, which can make you pass 
out and requires prompt treat¬ 
ment with an EpiPen. I've tried 
both the apophatic and the ana¬ 
phylactic way, and, believe me, 
the apophatic is better and you 
regain consciousness faster.) 

The alternative to apophatic 
theology is cataphatic theology, 
which as Bondi explains has "as 
its object the intelligible names of 
God revealed in Scripture" and 
"involves contemplation of God 
as [God] is revealed in relation to 
the world." According to cata¬ 
phatic theology, we can gain 
access to God through processes 
of revelation: God makes Godself 
known through creation, through 
prophets, and ultimately through 
Jesus of Nazareth. 

Karl Barth, arguably the great¬ 
est Reformed theologian of the 
twentieth century, critiqued both 
the apophatic and the cataphatic 
ways of knowing God. Especially 


in his remarkable The Epistle to 
the Romans (2nd edition, 1921), 
Barth spoke of the event of God 
entering human history in Jesus 
Christ as a point of intersection, 
"The crater made at the percus¬ 
sion point of an exploding shell, 
the void by which the point on 
the line of intersection makes 
itself known in the concrete 
world of history." In other words, 
history is the horizontal plane 
which we know through experi¬ 
ence, and God intersects history 
in Jesus Christ on a vertical plane. 
But, even standing at the point of 
impact, we must be cautious 
about what we would say about 
God. We can describe "the cra¬ 
ter," but the crater is always still 
on the historical plane. 

Barth goes on to speak of the 
incarnation-the point of intersec¬ 
tion between the vertical and the 
historical plane-and of the crater 
formed by this intersection as fol¬ 
lows: "Insofar as our world is 
touched by Jesus by the other 
world, it ceases to be capable of 
direct observation as history, 
time, or thing. Jesus has been - 
'declared to be the Son of God 
with power, according to the 
Holy Spirit, through his resurrec¬ 
tion, from the dead.' In this dec¬ 
laration and appointment - which 
are beyond historical definition - 
lies the true significance of Jesus. 
Jesus as the Christ, as the Messi¬ 
ah, is the End of History; and He 
can be comprehended only as 
Paradox (Kierkegaard)." (Barth's 
Epistle to the Romans, Oxford 
University Press, 29). 

Some have spoken derisively 
of Barth's "crisis theology," 
describing it as a kind of pious 
agnosticism, but I think we 
should pay close attention to 
Barth's critique here. Barth pro¬ 


vides a vital corrective to the 
Protestantism that dominated 
European theology in his time, 
and that has never entirely gone 
away. This sort of theology grows 
complacent of its concept of rev¬ 
elation, and overly confident in 
its own ability to scale the heights 
to conceive of God; it becomes 
audacious in its claims to speak 
about and (sometimes) to speak 
for God. The God this theology 
describes ends up bearing a strik¬ 
ing resemblance to the theolo¬ 
gians, preachers and Christians 
who are doing the talking. In 
Barth's time, they described a 
God who endorsed their own 
politics and national interests and 
imperialism. The Protestantism 
Barth opposed at this point in his 
life could have been characterized 
as cataphatic. He was right to 
caution us against the theology 
that envisioned such a God. 

But Barth also questioned the 
legitimacy of apophatic theology 
- often termed the via negativa to 
God because it speaks of God by 
saying what God IS NOT 
(whereas cataphatic theology, 
attempts to speak of God in terms 
of a via positiva). According to 
Barth, there is neither via negati¬ 
va nor via positiva that reliably 
paves the way from us to God. 

"Where does that leave us?" 
We might well ask, as people who 
want to know God and say some¬ 
thing about God. 

Barth's point was that we 
don't seek God and we can't 
reach God on our own. God 
seeks us (the great metaphor for 
this is God's seeking Adam and 
Eve who were hiding in the Gar¬ 
den of Eden) and God reaches us 
(we know God because God 
draws us to God and provides the 
means by which we come to 


and do what is right. Only way to 
change sin in your life is to accept 
Him into your life.

God). And God never ceases to 
surprise us with God's own char¬ 
acter (we never can capture God 
in our conceptions and state¬ 
ments). 

While Barth's critique remains 
valuable, I know of few practitio¬ 
ners of Christian spirituality who 
actually mess things up as badly 
as Barth seems to assume. He 
may have been tilting at straw 
mystics in some of his statements 
about apophatic spirituality. But 
in his critiques he was really tar¬ 
geting the confident guardians of 
High Protestant Liberalism at the 
close of the nineteenth and the 
beginning of the twentieth cen¬ 
tury, the folks who had brought 
us an Imperialistic Protestantism 
and eventually a complacent reli¬ 
giosity that did not prevent and 
may actually have midwifed the 
birth of Fascism. These are the 
people who reveled in what Barth 
called "the No-God of this world, 
which we have created of our¬ 
selves." 

I encourage you to read 
Barth's Epistle to the Romans. It 
is a work that defies categoriza¬ 
tion. It is neither a commentary 
nor a theological monograph. 
But, however one identifies its 
genre, is an act of genius that 
should not be left solely to the 
Barthians! One reviewer described 
it as a bomb thrown into the 
playground where German schol¬ 
ars were at play - and it just keeps 
exploding today. Barth never lets 
us forget that all real knowledge 
of God is through God. God 
makes the way to us, and creates 
the way from us to God. All ways 
of knowing God are means of 
grace, first and last.

Whiskey Glazed Flat Iron 
Steaks and Grilled Potatoes 
Ingredients: 

• 1/2 cup whiskey, such as Jack 
Daniels 

• 1 tablespoon brown sugar 

• Kosher salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

• 1/4 cup olive oil 

• 4 cloves garlic, smashed 

• Four 8-ounce flat iron steaks or 
filet mignon steaks 

• 1 1/2 pounds Yukon gold pota¬ 
toes 

• 2 tablespoons chopped fresh 
chives 

• 1 teaspoon white wine vinegar 
Directions: 

Preheat a grill on medium-high 
heat. Whisk together the whiskey, 
brown sugar, 1 1/2 teaspoons salt and 
1 teaspoon pepper until the sugar and 
salt are dissolved. Stir in 2 table¬ 
spoons of the oil and the garlic. Add 
the steaks, turn a few times to coat 
with the marinade and let stand at 
room temperature for 20 minutes. 

Meanwhile, quarter each potato 
lengthwise to form wedges and put in 
a medium pot. Cover with cold water 
to cover by 1-inch and add salt until 
the water tastes like sea water. Bring 
to a boil over medium-high heat, 
reduce the heat to medium and sim¬ 
mer until tender (but not falling 
apart), about 15 minutes. Drain well. 
Toss with 1 tablespoon olive oil. 

Remove the steaks from the mari¬ 
nade and pat dry with paper towels. 
Pour the marinade into a small pot 
and bring to a boil. Boil for 2 to 3 
minutes until slightly reduced, mak¬ 
ing sure the sugar does not burn, to 
make a glaze and sauce for the steak. 

Grill the steaks until an internal 
temperature on an instant-read ther¬ 
mometer reads about 130 degrees F, 3 
to 4 minutes per side, brushing with 
the boiled marinade several times in 
the last few minutes of grilling time. 
(If you are cooking the filet mignon 
steaks, you will need to increase this 
time to 8 to 10 minutes per side to 
account for the thicker cut). Transfer 
to a large plate to rest for 5 to 10 
minutes. While the steaks grill, add 
the potatoes to the grill and grill until 
well-marked and crispy, turning to 
grill all sides, about 5 minutes total. 
Transfer the potato wedges to a bowl. 

Toss the grilled potatoes with the 
remaining 1 tablespoon oil, chives, 
vinegar and salt and pepper to taste. 
Remove the garlic cloves from the 
remaining glaze and serve drizzled 
over the steaks with the potatoes on 
the side.
